Mr. George Lewis, at Fort St. George ; to 
the Reverend Dr, Arthur Charletc, and the 
late Dr. Edward Bernard ; concerning fome 
Indian Manufcrips^ lately fent to the 'Vniver- 
ftty of Oxford. 

Reverend Sirs, 

IN purfuance to your joint Letter, bearing Date the 
3d of July, 1605-- I have procured you fome of the 
Manufcripts of thefe parts, wherein it hath been my 
Care to get fuch as were of good Note and Efteem 
among themfelves.They are in feveral Languages and dif- 
ferent Characters. The Names of the Particulars I fend 
you in a Note enclofed. If hereafter it (houfd be my 
Fortune to meet with any of their facred Books, as the 
Vedum, Vedantum, Shajlrum or Torane ; I fhall take 
care to fend them when a Convenience offers. 

There comes by the Kivg William Three Volumes of 
China Books, (lamped on Wood, which is their fomuch 
vaunted way of Printing. Theie are tent to Mr. Gilbert 
Dolben by his Brother here : And Three lent to Dr. John 
Evans, by a Friend come on the Madrafs Merchant, 
I prefume, they'll be all prefented to your Univerfity. 
Of thefe you may have what Quantity you (hall com- 
mand, Books being plentiful in China.. 

Mr. 
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Mr. Elihu Tale, late Governor of this Place, got a 
learned Bramine to tranfiate out of the Sanfcreet into the 
Tuiinga Language fome of their Sacred Books. But the 
Bramine in iome meaiure abus'd him. However, he 
tranilaced the whole Body of the Gentio Laws into the 
Tuiinga ; as likewife their Account of the Creation of 
the Weld, taken out of the Shafirum or Porane, \ am 
not certain which. This Book is writ in a fair Chara- 
cter, and upon good Paper, and upon his arrival in Eng- 
land, is defign'd a Prefent to your Univerfity.

VI. An Account of what happened to a Child on 
(wallowing two Copper Farthings. Communica- 
ted by Dr. Edward Baynard, Fellow of the 
College of fhyfttians. 

I Living then in Worcefter, my SonWilliamVnderhilh 
aged about Three Years, fwallowed by accident two 
Copper Farthings, but half a Year one after the other. 
Upon the flrft Farthing, he eat nothing for ten Days, 
and complained of a great Pain at his Stomach, and dri- 
vel'd as if he had been falivated ; and often faid he had a 
naufeous venomous Tafte in his Mouth, the Farthing not 
coming from him in half a Year. After the fwailow- 
ing of the fecond Farthing he began by Degrees to lofe 
his Limbs, his Breaft growing narrow, and the Child 
Confumptive;who was after perfectly cured by the Bath, 
and his Breaft dilated and grew broad as before. This 
happening about Ten Years fince, thefe are moft of the 
Particulars I can remember.
